CONSOLIDATION  COAL  COMPANY  : ; 


SUBMITTED  BY  SCRIPTOR  ELVIN  MILLER  -  The  following  excerpt  was  taken 
from  the  "HISTORY  OF  THE  CONSOLIDATION  COAL  COMPANY  1864  -  1934"  bv 
Charles  E.  Beachley...  y 


In  February,  1922,  Consolidation  entered  into  a  long-term  arrangement 
with  the  Carter  Coal  Company  covering  the  operation  and  eventual 


acquisition  of  its  properties  -  ten  mines  and  approximately  37,000< 
acres  of  coal  lands  in  McDowell  County,  West  Virginia,  Tazewell  and 
Buchanan  Counties,  Virginia,  and  Knox  and  Bell  Counties,  Kentucky. 

This  arrangement  continued  until  March  15,  1933,  when  it  was  cancelled, 
and  the  properties  were  returned  to  the  members  of  the  Carter  family, 
the  original  owners.  During  this  period,  15,154,365  tons  were  mined 
and  shipped  from  these  properties  by  Consolidation,  an  average  of 
1,377,669  tons  annually. 


Apparently  the  Carter  Coal  Company  was  in  operation  from  sometime  in 
1914  to  1922  and  again  after  the  properties  were  returned  on  March  15, 
1933.  Also,  apparently  all  of  the  ICS  Carter* Coal  Company  scrip  was 
issued  during  the  first  phase  of  the  company’s  exist ance,  prior  to  the 
takeover  by  Consolidation  Coal  Company.  The'ORCO  scrip  issued  by 
Carter  Coal  Company  (see  Coalwood,  W.Va.)  had  to  have  been  issued  after 
the  return  of  the  properties. 

The  above  excerpt  brings  up  some  interesting  questions,  such  as:

J  .  L .  TAGGART 
and  the 

MIDWEST  COAL  CO. 

by  Lloyd  E.  Wagaman 

The  Taggart  Central  Store  first  opened  in  Depoy, 
Kentucky,  in  1908  under  the  name  of  Taggart  Bros,  It 
is  not  clear  uhat  happened  to  end  the  partnership,  but 
by  1914  the  listing  in  Bradstreet  Commercial  Ratings 
changed  from  Taggart  Bros,  to  J.  L.  Taggart.  Although 
the  1914  Bradstreet  lists  Depoy  as  having  five  general 
stores,  J.  L.  Taggart  has  always  been  considered  as 
being  the  most  prminent  merchant  in  Depoy.  You  could 
purchase  most  any  i ten  you  needed  from  h in  including 
groceries,  drugs,  hardware,  clothing  and  dry  goods, 
and  even  harness  and  (lining  equipment. 

The  only  tokens  known  to  be  issued  by  J.  L. 
Taggart  are  of  the  1914  Ingle  System  series.  He  no 
doubt  issued  a  full  set  including  all  denominations 
from  lc  through  *19.00.  However,  the  only  ones  that 
are  currently  known  to  this  writer  are  the  Sc,  *1.09, 
and  *10.09,  which  are  in  ay  personal  collection,  and  a

10c  of  which  I  an  aware.  Host  probably  other 
denominations  will  surface  in  the  future.  It  is 
believed  this  scrip  was  issued  in  the  spring  of  1917 
when  Midwest  Coal  Co.  first  began  operations  at  Depoy. 

1  have  long  had  suspicions  that  J.  1.  Taggart 
acted  as  "Corspany  Store*  for  Midwest  Coal  Co.,  but 
only  recently  were  my  suspicions  confirmed  during  an 
interview  with  Mr.  Gordon  Taggart  <2nd  from  right  in 
photo).  Gordon  was  a  nephew  of  J.  L.  and  as  a  teenager 
in  1917  he  started  work  for  Midwest  Coal  Co.,  but 
after  only  a  few  months  he  left  their  employ  to  go  to 
work  in  his  uncle's  store.  He  never  changed  job* 
again,  and  spent  his  entire  working  life  as  a  clerk  in 
the  store  of  J,  L.  Taggart,  retiring  in  1959  when  the 
store  closed  due  to  the  death  of  the  owner.  In 
confirming  the  fact  that  J.  L.  Taggart  was  indeed  the 
‘Company  Store*  for  Midwest  Coal  Co.,  Gordon  said  that 
in  the  early  years  of  their  operation,  Midwest  had 
their  offices  on  the  second  floor  of  Taggart's  store 
building. 


J  .  L .  TAGGART

Midwest  Coal  Co.  began  operations  at  Depoy  in  the 
spring  of  1917  with  the  purchase  of  a  country  bank 
mine  from  George  Geibel,  and  other  coal  deposits  from 
DrAL.  P.  Moore,  They  actually  operated  two  mines,  one 
being  the  original  which  was  obtained  from  George 
Geibel,  which  employed  about  30  men,  and  a  new  opening 
for  a  larger  mine  that  had  about  119  employees.  One 
tipple  served  both  mines,  and  George  tieibel,  from  whom 
the  smaller  mine  was  purchased,  worked  on  the  tipple. 
The  mints  were  a  big  boost  to  those  living  in  and 
around  Depoy.  All  the  local  men  who  wanted  to  work 
could  find  employment  with  Midwest.  It  all  ended 
suddenly,  when  in  1924  the  union  called  a 
coalfield-«ide  strike.  The  strike  was  finally  settled, 
but  Nicheest  Coal  Co.  remained  closed,  never  to  open 
again.  I  have  been  told  that  in  later  years,  when  some 
of  this  same  area  was  being  strip-mined,  that  cars 
loaded  with  coal  was  still  setting  in  the  old  mine, 
right  where  they  were  left  when  the  strike  was  called 
some  50  years  earlier. 


The  store  was  closed  in  1959,  after  the  death  o 
J.  L.  Taggart.  Sometime  after  that  all  merchandise  wa\ 
disposed  of  at  public  auction.  An  antique  shop 
occupied  the  building  for  some  time,  and  eventually  in 
1974  the  old  building  burned  to  the  ground.  I  was  in 
the  store  several  times  from  the  raid  49's  until  it 
closed  ip  1959,  but  at  that  tine  I  had  no  interest  in 
tokens  or  scrip  of  any  kind.  I  could  probably 
purchased  all  remaining  tokens  very  reasonably  at  the 
time.  Since  the  tokens  now  appear  to  be  quite  rare,  it 
is  difficult  to  to  even  imagine  what  may  have  happened 
to  them.  J,  L.  Taggart  may  have"  destroye?i  then,  as 
many  merchants  have  been  known  to  do,  or  they  could 
have  been  sold  at  the  auction  and  a  hoard  may 
eventually  surface.  At  any  rate,  I'm  real  happy  to 
have  3  pieces  in  my  collection,  and  am  elated  that  I 
am  finally  able  to  pin  this  one  down  as  very 
definately  being  coal  scrip.
